L«st one might naturally suppose that 


there was no such ttring M oonvict com- 
oatttton with free labor, these few lines 
are quoted: "These facts, however, do 
not Invalidate the claim that locally and 
In certain Industries the competition may 
be serious and of such proportions as to 
claim the most earnest attention of Leg- 
islatures." 


While the commissioner Is particularly 


cautious about expressing a decided opin- 
ion on any point, It is surmised that he i* 
In favor of hard labor under the public- 
account system, as It keeps prisoners em- 
ployed, and does not come so much as the 
others In competition with free labor. 
"This plan, then," says the report, "has 
justice in It affecting all people alike. It 
has humanity In It, because It allows 
every effort for reformation without any 
entanglement or Interference through 
forms of labor. It ha* morality In it, be- 
cause It romoves effectually tb« whole 
question of the convict labor agitation 
not only from the minds of tho working- 
men and manufacturers, but from the list 
of questions agitating the public."

WASIIINOTON, 
July 
25.— The Blgnal- 


Bervice weather crop bulletin for the 
woek ending July 23, reports that the 
temperature for the week has been nor- 
mal or slightly cooler than usual In the 
Now England States, Upper Lake region, 
and the Missouri valley; elsewhere it has 
been warmer, the notable excesses rang- 
ing from 4 deg. dally In the Middle At- 
lantlo States to 0 deg. or more In the 
Ohio valley. These high temperatures 
have prevailed over the entire cotton, 
corn and tobacco regions. 


Since January 1 the temperature for the 


agricultural sections has closely accorded 
with tho average, except over the corn 
and wheat districts of the Ohio Valley 
and Missouri, whore the mean dally ex- 
cess of heat has boen from one to two de- 
grees. During the week the rainfall has 
boen In excess over New England, the 
Middle Atlantic States and tho Interior 
of the South Atlantic and Bast Gulf 
States, as well us In the greater part of 
Nebraska. Tho excess 'of rainfall has 
come largely In severe thunder storms, 
especially in 
Pennsylvania and Mary- 


land. 
» While Southern Michigan has been fa- 
vored by a slight excess, the Ohio and 
Mississippi valleyi report for the weok 
deficient rainfall, varying from one-third 
to three-quarters of tho usuul amount. 
Marked seasouitl de&uionies of rainfall 
yot obtain, amounting to ton Inches or 
more, iu Iowa, the Lower Mississippi 
valley, Alabuma and Georgia. In Iowa 
this dcllclancy has steudlly Increased^ 
during the past month; but In the other' 
regions named the deficiency has slowly 
diminished. 


Tho reports for the woek show weather 


fitvorable for tho cotton crop, except In 
tho Carolina*, where 
mauy localities 


much need the rain to-day predicted. 
While the high temper.ituret tend to 
rapidly mature thu growing corn, yet 
more rain must bo needful from Kansas 
and lown, eastward to Indiana. 


Tho great heat und bud distribution of 


rnln nay possibly affect the crop In North 
Carolina, where, however, tbe Indication* 
of this morning look to occasional rains.

The steamers which are to bo placed on 


the San Francisco and Chili and Japan 
line, it is contended, will be the fastest on 
tho Pacific ocean. Speed will be one of 
the main considerations, and a passage to 
Yokohama will be accomplished in ten 
days.

Chaplain McCabe in Deoatur. 


The audience room at Stapp'a Chapel 


Sunday morning was filled to hear Chap- 
lain McCabe's discourse on missionary 
work. Elder Wilder, Kev. Stevens, Bev. 
Prestley and Bev. Bradshaw occupied 
chairs on the rostrum, and after the 
opening exercises Bev. MoCabe selected 
for his text part of the 9th verse of the 
llth chapter of Isaiah: "For the earth 
shall be filled with the knowledge ot the 
Lord, as the waters cover the sea." The 
sermon was a masterly one, at times 
quite eloquent. The Chaplain k at the 
head of the missionary work of the Meth- 
odist church in this country in the collec- 
tion of funds, and lost year came near 
collecting $1,000,000 for the cause. He 
is trying hard to raise that sum for the 
fund this year. Decatur has done her 
shore toward the cause. At the close of 
the sermon at Stapp's over $400 was sub- 
scribed, though the church was put down 
for only $350, and last night at the First 
M. E. church $100 was pledged. The 
church had already raised $500 for the 
cause, $100 more than it was asked to 
give, so that over $1000 will go out of 
Decatur from the two cEurches. The 
Chaplain is familiar with all the details 
of the missionary work at home and 
abroad. In the course of his discourse 
he related many interesting stories, de- 
tailing the experiences ot brave men and 
women who had gone into heathen lands. 
In the Fiji Islands Bev. Calvert found 
113,000 heathens, where when he first 
arrived 80 men were roasted and eaten in 
his presence by the natives; old men 
were buried alive because they were use- 
less, and people who were sick too long 
were taken from their beds and buried 
alive. Tho missionary began his work 
and in a few years on one Sunday by 
actual count there were 103,000 of the 
113,000 in the mission churches, and .the 
natives are now doing thoir part toward 
extending the work. In other heathen 
lands were the work is progressing glori- 
ously heathens for their gods have been 
known to take another and hold one arm 
straight above their heads for 1!) years 
every hour in the day, nnd others clinch 
their fists and hold them thiit way for 
years until the nails grow through the 
backs of the hands. These tilings thoy 
did before the missionaries camo. 


At the evening service at the First M. 


E. church the Chaplain spoke to a large 
congregation, many persons standing. 
He recounted the small beginning and 
the present great results of the mission- 
ary cause. It wiis a great day for mis- 
sions in Decatur.

A PLAN VVOHTH TRYING. 


Intelligent Direction* far 'Farmer* Who 


. WUfa to BtBke Their Own Oheete. 
The establishment of factories put an 


end to cheese-making in. farm houses iu 
moat parts of the country and general!; 
put an end to cheese-eating in the same 
houses. Many country groceries do not 
'.fceep cheese for sale, and those that do 
sell it at prices that farmers can not af- 
ford to pay. Thirty years ago every farm 
er ttmde cheese and his family was a? 
well Supplied with it as with pork, beef 
butter and eggs. Now cheese seldom ap- 
pears on the tables of farmers. Though 
the'Wholesale price of cheese is low the 
retail price Is high. 
Few farmers 


want to buy a whole cheese on account 
of its large size, and accordingly they 
get along without this desirable article 
of food. Many decline to eat factory 
cheese for fear that it contains some 
foreign fat that may be injurious. In 
view of these facts, Henry Stewart 
recommends that farmers make their 
•wn cheese and gives these directions 


Any quantity of milk, from one hun- 


dred pounds upward, may be used. 
The night's milk may be set in a cool 
place and stirred frequently up to the 
latest opportunity. In the morning 
tlie milk is skimmed and put in tin 
pails In a tub of hot water to get 
warmed up to 100 degrees. The morn- 
Ing's milk is brought in fresh and 
warm, and is at once mixed with the 
warmed milk, which is reduced to 90 
degrees by this mixture. The mixed 
milk is put into a clean wash-tub and 
the rennet is added. The rennet is> m.ul 
by steeping ft piece of the 
drieil 


Itomach jf u 6aW in warm water and 
adding salt. The exact quantity re- 
quired for 100 pounds of milk is SO 
grains, or one-eighth of an ounce of the 
iry stomach in two and u half ounces 
uf water, at70 degrees, fortwenty-fom 
Uoursformilk at 90 degrees. About om 
dram or a teuspoonful of salt is added 
for this quantity. 
When the rennet is 


added the milk is well stirred to 
thoroughly mix the rennet, and tin 
the tub is covered with a cloth to re- 
tain the heat. This quantity of rennet 
is enough to make the curd in an hour. 
More rennet wifl make n hard, dry 
cheese, and so will n higher tempera- 
ture, either of these being equivalent 
in effect to the other. 
A low tempera- 


ture and a small quantity of rennet 
are almost equivalent to each other in 
uroducinga soft, mellow cheese, which 
cures it in the best manner and de- 
velops a meaty, rich flavor. 


In one hour the curd is set. It is 


now cut with a long-bladed knife, or a 
blade made of a strip of h«op-iron set 
in a handle and ground to a sharp 
edge. 
The curd is cut in straight, per- 


pendicular slices, one inch thick, and 
then crosswise one inch apart. This 
causes the whey to separate and the 
curd to shrink. Just here is the point 
where the various methods of niakin 
cheese separate. By the Cheddar sjs- 
tem, the whey is dipped off and heated 
to 160 or 165 degrees and is poured 
back on tho curd, which is thus heated 
up to 100 degrees, and iskept so heated 
until n piece taken between Ilie treth 
"squeaks ' when it is chewed nr when 
touched to a hot iron the curd draws 
out in strings several inches in length. 
The other system dispenses; with this 
heating, aud the curd i.s left in the 
whey until it is firm enough to be 
lifted up in the hand without fallin 
apart or losing its shape, when it is 
ready for breaking up, salting and 
putting in the press. 


When the curd is ready the whey is 


all drained off by tilting the tub and 
breaking up the curd with tho hands. 
In the Cheddar system the curd is 
drained and broken up while still warm 
and is left in a heap to become slightly 
acid. As soon as the acid is apparent 
to the taste the curd is again broken 
up by tho hands quite fine, salted in 
proportion of 8 per cent, of fine dairy 
salt, and put into the hoop and tho 
press. 
In the other method the curd is 


not left to sour but is broken up, salted 
and put into the hoop. The hoop is 
made of thin ash or spruce board, and 
for 100 pounds of milk or 10 pounds of 
cheese may be 8 inches in diameter 
and 10 inches deep. The 
curd is 


pressed in the hoop by the hands, a, 
little at n time, to get it firm and solid, 
and a loose head is put in vvitli a bloek 
upon it. Tho cheese is then put under 
the press. 


The press is a frame or bencli having 


an upward post at one end in which is 
pivoted a long lever. The chec.se is 
put under this lever near the pivoted 
end and a weight is linns upon tho 
other end, so us to get a moderate 
pressure, upon the clieese, A folded 
cloth is usually put on tho bench un- 
der the cheese to absorb the whey 
which is pressed slowly* out of tho 
cheese. For a ten-pound cheese and a 
ten-foot lever a ten-pound weight 
would be enough for the end of the 
lever. 
As soon as the cheese is firm 


enough to be handled, it is taken from 
tlie press, rubbed with butter, and 
placed in a cool, dry cellar on a shelf 
to cure. It is turned on tlie other end 
daily for a month and if mold gathers 
on it, this is scraped and wiped off and 
the cheese is greased again. 


With six cows giving seven quarts 


each a ten-pound cheese may be made 
daily. This size is very convenient, 
and with more cows and milk it is still 
A desirable size, nnd several of such 
cheeses cnn be made nnd pressed nt 
one time by ranging the hoops in a 
line, resting a board upon the blocks 
and pressing with the lew upon a, 
block laid upon the board. The weight 
on the lever should be increased in 
proportion to the number of cheeses. 
Cheese of this size and of good quality 
and purity could be sold with the 
greatest ease. They are of such a size 
as to be consumed while fresh and in 
the best condition, and, what is very 
important, any person can easily carry 
one home from a store, so thnt there is 
no objection to purchasing them on ac- 
count of difficulty in getting one homo. 
The accommodation of the purchasers 
is a point to be well studied by all pro- 
ducers. If I were in the business of 
making cheese for family use I would 
hav« thin, light wooden or straw-board 
boxes, in which a cheese would fit 
nicely, and it should have a neat 
handle and be labled with my name 
and the name of the farm, and branded 
"Pure Whole-Milk Cheese for Family 
Use," just as 1 have had similar pails 
for packing my butter in, anil they 
sold the butter for at lea.st twentj cents 
a pound more than it would bring in 
ordinary tubs.
